1 A California man was released 
1 on bond Tuesday after his arraign- 
1 ment on what authorities believe 
i was the second-largest “magic 
■ mushroom” seizure in the country 
since 1989. 

Eugene Earl Hector, 45, of Pismo 
Beach, Calif., was charged in a one- 
' count federal indictment stemming 
from his arrest Aug. 3 at the Jeffer- 
. son County Airport in DuBois. 

Pennsylvania State Trooper Gor- 
don Watt testified yesterday at a 
detention hearing before U.S. Mag- 
istrate Judge Kenneth Benson that 
81 pounds of the drug were seized 
from Hector’s single-engine air- 
plane that day. 

Watt said federal Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration officials told* 
him that a 400-plus pound seizure 
\ was the only one larger in recent 
years. 

Psilocin, the scientific name for 
the mushrooms, causes hallucina- 
tions and a distorted perception of 
time and space. The drug, once 
used in Native American religious 
ceremonies, began to be distributed 
underground in the 1950s, but its 
popularity diminished in the late 
1970s after a boom in the late 1960s. 
But authorities say it has experi- 
enced a resurgence in recent years. 

Watt said Hector’s plane had 
been an object of suspicion for sev- 
eral months, based on his conversa- 
tions with the Federal Aviation 
Administration officials and guide- 
lines police use to identify planes 
that are likely being used to smug- 
gle drugs. 

Watt said planes used for smug- 
gling often have chipped pro- 
pellers, worn paint and a poorly 
maintained landing gear caused by 
landing on unimproved runways to 
avoid detection. 

Watt said an airport mainte- 
nance crewman alerted him to Hec- 
tor’s plane in April or May of 1995 
because of such characteristics — 
and because Hector’s passenger 


appeared to be under the influence 
of a drug. 

Watt said he used the plane’s tail 
number to do further research on 
the plane and Hector. 

Among other things, Watt said 
that research prompted him to con- 
tact the El Paso Information Com- 
puter, or EPIC, a records center 
used by U.S. Customs officials to 
track suspected smugglers. Hec- 
tor’s plane was identified as a “tar- 
get” airplane on that computer, 
which meant it was suspected in 
smuggling activity. 

Watt said EPIC records also 
showed the registration had been 
expired for about two years. 

Watt said he also learned that 
Hector was allegedly associated 
with the Rainbow Family, an orga- 
nization based in the Southwest 
that’s dedicated to the use and 
legalization of hallucinogenic 
drugs. 

Watt said the drugs were seized 
after ho received a tip that the 
plane had landed in Du Bois. Watt 
said he ordered Hector to keep the 
plane on the ground due to the 
expired registration. 

Watt said he agreed to turn the . 
arrest over to federal authorities 
for prosecution because Hector 
likely faces a stiffer sentence than 
if he were prosecuted in Common 
Pleas Court. 

But Karsh suggested Watt did so 
because he feared some of his evi- 
dence might not be admissible 
under the state’s more stringent 
rules for searches and seizures. 

Watt said Hector would likely 
receive only nine to 18 months in 
jail if convicted on state charges; ;
